Profit of $23,145.90. 

Port peor Nov. 1.—Port Arthur 
this year will enjoy the lowest tax rate 
in Its history—16 mills, This rate Is 
struck on assessment of $2,333,111, and 
is made possible because of the earn- 
Ings of the pubilc franchises which 
show a total net profit for the year of 
$23,145.90, leaving the net amount to 
be raised by general tax of $34,180. 

The earnings are divided amon’ 
franchises thus: Electric railway, net 
profits, $5,599.20; etectric light, #13,- 
937.70; telephone, $3,617.10.

GREAT LAWYER DEAD. 


Christopher Robinson, K. C, Pasres 
Away Peacefully in Toronto— 
Loved by the Profession. 


Toronto, Noy. 1.—Canada’s greatest 
constitutional lawyer 1s dead. Christo- 
pher Robinson, K. C., passed away at 
10 o'clock last night in tt the house In 
which he was born 77 years ag0, Tho 
announcement of his sudden dea.h 
comes as a shock to the lexal fraternity 


“and fo the whole’ of the’ country, for 


his name was known and _ honored 
throughout the length and breadth of 
the land. 

’ Acute pneumonia, which has been de 
veloping for a day or #0 Was apparent 
Qt noon yesterday and, Dr. Grasett, 
the attending physician realized the 
seriousness of the case. Mr. Robinson 
passed away peacefully ten hours 
afterwards, Ills wife, and youngest 
son, Duncan, with some other relatives 
Were at the bedside. 

On Saturday night last Mr. Robin- 
non attended a little dinner party on/ 
Tiomewood avenue. He walked all the 
way home to the manor, which Is at 
the corner of Richmond and John 
streets and was In his most cheerful 
mood, but on Sunday he complained ' 
of a cold and took to his bed. 

During last week he was engaged on 
beha‘t of the city on the Yonge street 
bridge argument before Justice Anglin 
at the City Hall and he appeared s0 
well that his vigor was commented up- | 
on. He was associated with Hon} 
A. HK, Aylesworth, K. C, and J. 8B. 
Fullerton, K. C., in this case and It 
concluded on Wednesday afternoon, 
and since then Mr. Robinson was busy 
at his office, 

His death closes a career which was 
one of brilllancy throughout; charac 
terized by a modesty that forbade him, 
recking further distinction than that 
of an eminent counsel and caused him 
ta deciIne honors which gought the:

RUSS REIGN OF TERROR 


‘Cossacks War on the People. 


and Kill. Hundreds. 


Odessa and Karan Remrtsd As the 
Storm Centre — Renectition of the 
Slaughter of July Ie Expected— 
Deplorable Feature of the Uprizings 
fa That Jews Are the Objects ‘of 
Attack and Pillage. 


St. Petersburg, Nov, 3.—Though yes- 
terday passed in comparative quiet 
here and in Moscow, despatches from 
all’ parts of tho Pimpire report disor 
ders In many cl.ies with a heavy'total 
Joss of dead or wounded. The people, 
while celebreting their new found 
freedom, were in many Instances ect 
upon by Cossacks and police, while in 
other localities the spirit of mob vio 
lence broke forth and the lower cle- 
ments of the population gave themscl- 
ves up to pillage and destruction. 

‘The most serious disorders apparcnt- 
ly eccurred in Odessa where hundreds 
of persons are reported to have been 
killed or wounded and where rioting 
momentarily is expected to Mare into 
& repetition of the slaughter of last 
July, and at Kazan, where a three days’ 
reign of terror was endcd only by the 
retirement of all Comsacks to their bar. 
racks, 

A deplorable feature of the news 
frown the interior is that antiJew!sh 
uprisings have occurred in many 
places, e#pecially in South Russia, 
where the populace vented its hatred 
of the Jews by sacking their stores 
and clubbing the members of the race, 
In some cares resorting te the torch, 
The attacks on the crowds are report: 
ed to be In most canes the work of Cos- 
sacks, who many times apparently 
were let loose upon the people without, 
direction or authority, 

In St, Petersburg. yesterday, Gen 
Trepof in accordance with his an- 
nouncement of Tuesiay night, prevent- 
ed the resumption of the revolu- 
tionary demonstrations, by having the 
crowds dispersed whenever and wher- 
ever they gathered. Kazan place and 
the Nevsky Prospect were several times 
cleared by Coavacks and police and 
the crowds were driven from the vicin- 
hy ‘of the university with whips and 
flata of sabres, Gen. Trepoff was aid- 
ed by the weather, which was cold and 
ratny and which kept many persons off 
the strects,

Kingston Election Case Adjourn- 
ed Till 27th November. 


Judge Street Anxious to Hear Exptana- 
tions From “The Source” of Much 
of Money Spent—The Gildersiceve 
Charge Dismissed, the Judges Dis 
agreeing—Evidence Found of Treat- 
ing—Five Charges Made Good. 


Kingston, Nov. 3.—Kehoe, Montgom- 
ery and other Important witneses, were 
absent from the election petition trial 
yesterday, and John Mcintyre, K. C.. 
filc@ an aMidavit to that effect, which 
he subsequently wished to withdraw, 
but Justice Street emphatically re- 
marked that nothing of the kind must 
be done. The care would be adjourned 
untl) Monday, the 27th inst. at 9.30. 

Kehoe, sald his lordship, wat a man 
to whom a considcrable sum of moncy 
had been traced, and It whe not un- 
reasonable to suppose that he could af- 
ford some particulars about It 

“In the face of what you have sworn.” 
wald the judge to the counsel, ft Is 
your duty to get Kehoe, Montgomery 
and others here before the 27th. Let 
us know [f you cannot do it.” 

A number of charges stand over. 
Certain numbers attended to Include 
Kehoe were pronounced as proved, 
these belng regarding to the hiring of 
cabs from Joseph and Daniel Eves. An- 
other charge—No, 145—was not pro 
eceded with. 

Speaking of charze No. 147, Justice 
Street expressed the opinion that Au- 
gustus Thompson had the Intention of 
hiring his horse to Gilderaleeve and 
thought he would be pald, and also 
that Gliideraleeve was aware of the pur- 
pose for which Thompson requested the 
319, but pald the sum in the form of 
a loan. He was unable to permit such 
{cllows to believe the money could be 
disbursed under such conditions. 

Justice Teetzel dissented from this 
view, While there was serious suspic 
Jon about the bonafide character of 
the loan, a sense of obligation must 
have led Gildersleeve to coinpensate 
Thompson when he presented himself. 
Bearing in mind results which to Gil- 
derslecve must be very serious, he hes!- 
tated ‘io find him guilty of corrupt 
Practice. The charge was dismissed. 

An for charge 32, the charge of giv- 
ing money was not established. The 
court found that there was evidence of 
giving refreshment or treating under 
section 163 of the act. To embrace the 
finding the charge against Halliday 
mua be amended. 

Five charges have already becn made 
food, and It is the belief that the evi- 
dence already adduced will make the 
election void.

The great question 
of electric power ts coming to the 
front, so that no qwestion is entiticd 
to more consideration by the Govern- 
ment as trustees of the people.”

Shoots Friend, 


W. A. Clarke, of Toronto. 


Fawn Overcoat Decelved an Experienced Hunter and His Fatal 





. Bullet Ended Man's Life Instantly —The Newspaper ~Man 


Feels His Position Keenly, and Mrs. Clark is Prostrated =* 


Over Her Bereavement. 





Dunchurech, Nov. 4-—W. A. Clark, 
manager of the Toronto Cream and 
Butter Co, was’ accidentally sho: 
Thursday morning about 10 o'clock at 
Maple Island, a point near Drumquin, 
on the Pickerel River, Parry © Sound 
district. Mr, Clark was wearing © 
fawn overcoat and was mistaken for 
a deer by ‘Willlam Panton, editor of 
The Milton Champion, a close friend of 
the dead man. 

Both men belonged to the Milton 
Hunt Club, and were members of a 
shooting party composed of themselves, 
C. B. Lewis, Geo. Hewaton and J. Ped- 
dte of Milton, G. E. Saunders, John 
Pirle and J. M. Bussell of Trufaigar 
and C. P. R. Condéuctor Harshaw. of 
Toronto. Mr. Clark left Toronte on 
Wednesday, and could harnily have fr 
ed a zhot before the fatal bullet struck 


him. 
Killed Instantly. 

He was. shot at a distance of fAfty 
yards the bullet passing through the 
Junge and killing him instantly. The 
corpse was taken on the first boat 
to Burke's Falls where It was prepar 
ed for burial and taken to Toronto on 
the midnight express. 

Toronto Nov. 4.—A telegram was re~ 
celved by the Toronto Cream and 
Butter Co, of which Mr. Clark was 
manager and the officials notified Mra. 
Clark at the family residence, 99 Mait- 
land street. Mre. Clark 12 completely 
prostrated. Some of the members of 
the club accompanied the body to To 
ronto, Deceased leaves a wife and 
seven children, the oldest being’ 1:

ths River Trent, near the village of

Children have an appetite for sugar 
because they need sugar. Nature cries 
out for it with an insistence propor- 
thoned to its necessities, It has made 
weakly, puny chikiren strong and ro 
bust by satisfying what appeared to 
the mother to be a morbid craving. 
It furnishes the needed carbobydrate 
uaterlal to organisms that bare as 
yet little or no power to digest starch; 
thus milk sugur is a part of th¢ nat- 
ural food of the infant. Sugar by the 
lump or pure caifly is better for the 
child when at play, but it would be- 
well to serve all cereals without sugar. 
Sugar does not mix well (uyglenically) 
with anything, It fs not the fault of 
the sugar, but of the combination, 
Sugar shoukl be used very sparingly 
by one who las q torpld iver and not 
at all by one afiiicted with diabetes.

HOMEMADE TWIRLERS. 


Arrangements You Can Use For Spin- 
ning, Objects Rapidly. 

In some experiments you may need 
a “twirler,” which Is an arrangement 
used for spinning objects rapidly, and 
as you might like to add one to your 
“bomemade laboratory” a description 
of It follows: We 

{It consists usually of two wheels 
fixed on a stand and so connected by 
means of a band, as shown in the IF 
lustration, that by turning a handle on 
the larger wheel the smaller one may 
be made to revolve rapkily. The object 
to be twiried Is fixed to this second 
wheel, 

This twirler can be bought, of 
course, from a dealer in scientific supe 
plies, but the wheels of an ordinary 
toy cart can sometimes be utilized. 
Turn the cart upsile down and tack or 
pla the object to be twiried to one aide 
of the wheel and spin It from the other 
alde by the forefinger. '. 

But !f the object Is to be twirled ina 
horizonta! position, as a pall, for in-

stance, the cart must be placed on ite 
aide on a table, with the wheel project- 
ing over the edge, The cart must be 
weighted to keep it in place, and the 
string to support tbe pail must be tack- 
ed'as near the center of the hub as 
possible, By twirling the wheel from 
above you make the pall, with gater 
oc whatever it may- contain, spin 
around and around, 

An excellent twirler, however, can be 
made If you buve no cart with merely ! 
8 piece of board, 2 hook and a@ picce of 
twine. Get a piece of board about 
two feet long by twelve inches wide 
and place it over the top of a door 
lightly ajar, tilting it so that one end | 
of it may rest under the top of the 
door frame and so be held in place. | 
Over the ether end slip a loop of cord ; 
that will hang down within two feet ; 
of the floor and to this end fasten a} 
hook. The board must be far enough ; 
under the top of the door frame to 
hold firm when the string is pulled on. 

The loop of cord should now be twist- 
ed tightly, and then the object to be 
twirled should be hung on the book. j 
As the cord untwists the object will 
be twirled, and it will twis! more rap- 
idly if a atick be pressed downward 
just above the twist. 

Flat pieces of cork may be strung ; 
on the cord, belng held in-place by | 
knots, If disks of colored paper be) 
fastened to the corks the twirling will 
produce effects like those of colored 
tops splaning.

SIZE OF THE UNIVERSE. 


Miles Are Too Insignificant ta Be 
Used In Ite Computation. 

While it Is Interestlng to kuow the 
distance of some of the stars In miles, 
when stated in that way the numbers 
are so large that they frequently con- 
vey very indistinct conceptions to the 
mind, For this reason it is customary 
to estimate stars’ distances In “light 
years.” A light year Is the distance 
that light, moving at the rate of 186,300 
miles per second, travels tn one year, 
This amounts in round numbera to 
5,8S0,000,000,000 milea. The distance 
of Alpha Centaur Is 485 light years, 
that of Sirius, the dog star, is almost 
exactly twice a» great, or 86 light 
years, In other words, light reqnires 
8.0 years to come to us from Sirius. 
And these are among the very nearest 
of the stars, Some whose parallaxes 
have been rather estimated than meas- 
ured appeared to be situated at a dis- 
taice which light could not traverse 
ta less than one or two centuries. The 
great star Arcturus, for instance, has, 
according to Dr. Elking a parallax of 
only eighteen-thouxandths of a second. 
Its distance must in that care be about 
181 light years, or more than a thou- 
sand million million miles. And Sf its 
distance Is so great, then, since Nght 
varles inveracly as the square of the 
distance from its source, it can be 
shown that Arctugus must actually 
give forth 5,000 or 6,000 times as much 
Ught as the sun yields. 

Yet Arcturus ts evidently much near- 
er than the vast inajority of the stars 
are, Not one In a million {* known to 
have a parallax large cnough even to 
be intelligently guessed at. There may 
be stars whose light requires thousands 
instead of hundreds of years to cross 
the space separating them from us. 

We thus ace that only a fw points 
on the nearer shores of the starry unt- 
Yerse He within reach of our measure- 
ments—bere and there a jutting head- 
land, while behind stretches the rast 
expanse over which the hundreds of 
millions of stars known to exist are 
scattered. »

“A Dash For the Timber.” But above 
all the pictures that Frederic Reming 
ton has sketched I do not belleve there 
are any more powerful than those tn 
which he depicts the daring exploits of 
the messengers of the pony expresses. 
Now the east and the west have been 
married by the wedding ring of the 
fron rail and the swift locomotive 
Gashes across the continent, but In 
former times the gold fields of Call- 
fornia would have been cut off from 
communication with the busy east if 
it had not been for the uxeful syste 
of the pony relays. - 

Every thirty or forty miles there war 
a station, This chain of stations 
xtretched clear across the continent. 
Then between these stations every day 
& cowboy would ride. Alone upon hi« 
horse he rode forth with the mail and 
with his saddlobags often loaded down 
with gold and precious stones Ie 
rode straight out into the deserts and 
over the prairies; he rode forth in de+ 
fance of Indian murderer and white 
skinned Highwaymen and ferocious 
wid beast; he rode with his life de 
pending not so much upon the sureneas 
of his alm and the steadiness of hia 
Kun as upon the swiftness of the four 
footed beast he bestrode. There in 
some of Frederic Remington's “Fron: 
er Sketches” you can sce the messen- 
ger of the “pony express” riding with 
& score of red-skinned savages on hix 
trall, You ¢an almost hear the pant 
ings of his exhausted horse and the 
whizzing of the rifle balls as they fy 
Past the cowboy’s ears. There he Ix 
digging in the spurs in his race with 
denth, or, rather, In his race for life. 
Now, In order to get a clear grasp of 
my text we should take some of Item- 
Ington'a “Frontier Sketches” in refer 
ence to the pony express and give 
them an oriental colpring and put them 
among the Palesting hills of 1,000— 
aye, of over 2,000—y: ago. 

Albert Barnes tells that the word 
“compel” of my text of Persian orl- 
gin. It comes from the royal court of 
Cyrua the Great who died In 529 B.C. 
There wax no postal syxtem [nm that 
day. King Cyrus planned a syrtem of 
pony expresses all over his empire. 
Thus by a system of relayn of horses, 
when the king wished to send a royal 
command to one of the governors of 
his provinces, his message could be 
handed from courler to courier with 
the greatest expedition. As these cou- 
tiers had to go through wild regions, 
ke thoxe traveled by the messengers 
of the pony express during the fifties 
end the sixties, they had a right to 
compel any man they met to go with 
them and protect them as the county 
sheriff! today has a right to compel 
you or me to help him arrest an of- 
fender against the law, 

This extensive system of pony ex: 
Presses not only spread throughout 
Persia, but fn Christ's time apread 
through all the Roman Empire and 
Caesar's provinces, Thus Jesus, in or- 
der to show how his disciples should 
be willing to sacrifice for any right au- 
thority, used a very simple and cam- 
mon Silustration. He says, “If any 
courier shall aompel thee ta go with 
him one mite, Ko with him twain.” 
That means when an authority asks 
you to do a certain amount of work 
you should be willing to do twice what 
he asks. Can we not today make this 
application of ‘sublime gorpel conces- 
sion to the home and to our relations 
with employers, our churches a. the 
&reat world at large as well as to 
Caesars couriers? 

Christ's command of cheerful sub- 
mixsion appiles to the home. As in the 
government, the executive. legislative 
and judicial departinenta have their 
place and thelr separate functions, so 
in the home there are co-ordinate pow- 
ers, each with Itx dutics and Sts rights. 
The husband and wife, the parents and 
children, all come under this divine in- 
Junction of mutual concession and in 
fulfilling {t will promote domestic 
happiness. If any one in the home has 
need of ao service it should be cheer 
fully rendered—aye, in double the 
measure required, 

It in unwillingness to go the twain 
mile in the home which causes most 
of the diMculties of the domestic cir 
You know it by personal exper! 
ence, You-hear angry words coming | 
from the ebildren's” bedroom. “What { 
It the natter, girls?" I hear you ask .

This 
genieman at the time I knew him had 
passed his threescore years and ten 
Hin wife had a fatal disease creeping 
over her that waa rendering her niore 
helpless every day. Instead of the old 
gentieman Icaving her at home to be 
cared for by servants he waited on her 
us gallantly and devotedly as thourh 
she were m young girl. He cut for her 
the food at table. When he had guests 
she was alwaya by hia slde to cat with 
them. When ahe spilt her cup of cof:

Come with me for 
at least one mile.” Now Christ says: 
“In the name of the church you should 
not only be willing to goLone mile for 
God's church; you shoul willing to 
fo the twaln mile." Yet how few peo 
ple are willing to give up thelr money 
and time and personal sacrifices for 
the clrurch ef God as they ought! 
You seein to have tlie for almost 
every other line of work on earth but 
that of the church. I go to you today 
and say: “Mrs. Soand-so, I do wish 
you would come and work In our Sun 
day school. I have one of the finest 
classes of girls. you ever saw. There 
are almost twenty giria in It. They are 
Just at the critical age of Ufe. If we 
can only hold them for five oP slx years 
longer they will make grand workers 
for God. But they must have the right 
kind of @ teacher. WIHIl you come?” 
And inevitably I hear an answer some 
thing like this: “Oh, I can’t come. That 
means [ will have to get up early Sun- 
day morning and alwaya be there. You 
had better ask some one else who can 
be more falthful and better Mtted for 
that work than LL" And so I am put 
off from getting the right kind of 
teachers for my Sunday school, just as 
Mearly all pastors and Sunday schoo} 
superintendents are pul off. The aver 
age church members are willing to go 
the firat mile for God In the church. 
The chief purpose for which the 
church was started wan the saving of 
souls. Could any work be more im- 
portant? Some years ago I saw an 
oMoer of the law pursuing a thief. A 
earringe drove by. Without one mo 
ment's hesitation the officer command- 


« the the driver to halt. Hoe leaped Into 


the carrlage. took the relna and hit the! 


horse with the whip. Me made that 
horse run at full speed after the flee 
Ing thief. You say at once: “That is 
right. The officer had a perfect right 
to do that.” Well, my friends, then I 
would ask you this question, If that of- 
ficer had a right to take a man and his 
carriage and purauc a ficeing thicf. hax 
not my Lord and my God a right to 
summon you to come and work In hia 
church, where Christian people are 
working and praying in order to de 
velop boys and girla and men and wo 
men so that they will not become 
thieves and social outcasts. In the 
fireman’s work, who rushes to a burn- 
ing bullding., any more Important than 
that of a Sir Humphry Davy, who 
manufactures the little mining lamp, 
that there may not be a fatal explosion 
in the mine? 

But I cannot close without speaking 
one or two words with direct reference 
to Cacsar’s courlers. Christ is here 
enunclating the doctrine he preached 
to the Pharisees when he xald, “Render 
unto Caesar the things which are Cac 
nar's ax well as to God the things 
which are God's.” Shall we not, in the 
best and in the truest sense, be sub 
Hmely submissive to our city and 
Siate and national government? And 
yet, when our country ix calling us 
and needs our ald, how many of us 
turn deaf ears.to those callx! For the 
peace and happiness of our dear native 
Jand ore we ready to fight {ts Internal 
enemies as weil ax Its forelgn foes? 
Are we ready to fight the saloon and 
all its sinful dives and all the evil 
Vampires that are trying to suck out 
the lifeblood of our social organism? 
Are we willing to be truc to the na- 
tion and come to her help, as the He- 
brews should have been willing to 
spring to the ald of Caesar's courlers 
and go with them not one mile, but 
twain? 

‘Thua my text has not. as rome peo 
ne might suppose, a literal but a figure 
ative interpretation, It doex not sim: 
ply mean that you should be willing 
to travel with a man 7,000 paces, 
which was double the distance of the 
Roman mile, but It means that in tha 
home, the atore, the church and asx an 
American citizen you should render un- 
to God the very best service you can. 
You should sacrifice for his name, no 
matter how great the sacrifices may 
xovm to be. It is said that after one 
of the famous Spartan baities a Lace 
daemonian mother hailed the courler 
who brought the news from the front. 
This mother had five sona fighting in 
the army. “How goes the battle?’ 
called she. “Alas.” sald the courier, 
“all thy boys are alain!* The brave 
mother answered: “I did not ask thee 
how fared my boys, but how fares my 
country. If tho battle is won, all is 
well, no matter what has happened to 
my sons.” So may it be with us. May 
we not work to find out how It shall 
be with us, but how it shall be with 
others, May we work and continue to 
work not f6r our Individual selves, but 
for the best Interest of the home, the 
atore, the church, the country. Then 
we shall be working for God and hu- 
manity. Oh, men and women, will you 
travel for others today the twaln mile?

Industrial Accidents In Canada 

“During Month of August. 

That peace hath Its victories more 
glorious than war is a truth more {ree- 
ly uttered than appreciated, and, while 
the caxualty Ust In the siruggle of 
sustenance may not be a measure of 
the glory of victory, ft ahows that the 
risks and the demands on courage in- 
crtase asx th: struggle becomes more 
Intense, During the month of August 
last, according to statistics published 





in The Labor Gazette, there were 292 |. 


industrial accidents in Cannda, result- 
Ing in 7% deaths and many cases of ser- 
fous Injury. Agriculture, which feels 
the Introduction of machinery in many 
ways, leads all the occupations with 46 
necldents. Of these only 9 were fatal. 
AS compared with 28 fatalities in July 
and 18 In August of the previous year. 
But of teh other accidents of August 


last 25 were claxxed ax serious, While 
agriculture leads in the number 
of accidents, the = rallway service 
is responsible for 18 death»— 


the greatest number of fatalities In any 
one Industry: In addition te this death 
lst 23 employes were severely Injured. 
Railway fatalliles have come to be re- 
gurded with equanimi.y, us they are 
the Inevitable result« of our economy 
of time and moncy. and our disregord 
of human life.. Wile we are cager to 
make one track car y the trafic of two, 
while every minute of Idlencss In track, 
in rolling stock. «r In employes ts 
grudgingly counted, while the nerves 
Important poslifons are 
Strained to the endurance point, there 
will be a conUinuous record of casual- 
tles, Of the fatal aceldents two engi- 
neers and one fireinun were killed fn 
collisions, and three brakemen were 
killed by falling between carer. 

In navigation there were cleven fa- 
talltics during August. Four men were 
drowned, four were killed by explo- 
sions op steamboats, and two were kill- 
ed by fallax Into the holds of the veas- 
relax on which they were employed. Two 
disasters ta fishing vesasel« resulted In 
the Joxs of five lvex. The bullding 
trades made a record of 35 accidents, 
but of these only four resulted fatally. 
They were nearly all attributed to falls, 
A comparatively new source of danger 
fo revealed by the Hst of accidents In 
metal-working trades, Three electrical 
workers were killed by coming In con- 
fact with Ive wires and one by the 
enave-in ef 9 conduit. Mining clalmed 
five victims, and there were In addition 
five caxex of xerlous Injury. The strict 
enforcement of the law requiring the 
Teportingsof all industrial accidents, 
avd the monthly publication of totals 
ux well ax the Investigation of all cases 
of suspected carelessness, have had a 
beneficlal effect in impreesing the need 
of care and watchfulness on the part 
of shose responsible for the safety of 
workmen in) dangerous, occupations. 
There ix no remedy for that dluregard 
of human life ao frequently manifested 
in the taking of unnecessary risks and 
the neglect of elinple precautions, 
While needless riske nre taken there 
will be needless accldents occasionally. 
But the record can be minimized by 
careful surveillance and the enforce- 
ment) of all preveniive measures that 
experience han rhown to be necessary.

Thirty Languages: Now Spoken on the 
Streets of Winnipeg—Work For 
2 “ Canada Bible Society. 


Traveler over most of the civilized 
world, and a good deal of the uncivil- 
Seed; conversant with Russians, Jap- 
amese, and Chinamen, Ceylones>, Kaffirs 
asd Romans, and acquainted with the 
Empire; not following the fag or the 
d@ollar, but the Bible, Rev. R. E. Welsh 
fs well fitted to be'the secretary of the 
mew Canada Bible Society. Mr. Welsh, 
who hay recently been in Ontario, is 
mow on his way to spend seven weeks, 
traycrsing the new polygiot- empire 
from Rat Portage to Vancouver, and 
orth as far as he may. * 

As will be remembered the Canada 
Bible Society was organized last year 
by a federation of all the Bible asso- 
elations in Canada. This marked the 
tvansition from the old haphazard re- 
‘gime to the new organized system of 
gereppling with the polyglot problem in 
Canada, 

“We hnve the Bible, or parts of ft. 

translated into 299 lancuages altogeth- 

or,” sald Bir. Welsh. “Of these. nearly 

40 are languages spoken In Canada and 

more than 39 west of Ontarlo. Two 

hundred and nineteen of them. were 

Oxy reduced to written or printed form 
by missionaries.” 

"In these Canadian dlalects you in- 

elude all Indian translations?” 

. *¥ea It might interest you to know 
that Archdeacon Mackay of Rupert's 
Land has been lately revising the Cree 
syMabic dialect in London. He has done 
% by means of a typewriter, in which 
instead of the Roman Ictters he had 
efigraved tho Cree syllabic marks in- 
vented by Mr. Evans. : 

“The Cree is still a vital language. 

Onc, however, of all our languages is 

@ead. It ts the Motewk. We have a 

translation of it, but there is not-a 

Mving soul to speak it.” 

*) “Here is another thing.” continued 

Mr. Welsh, “a letter which I got the 

other day from our correspondent in 

Alberta, As you know, we have John 

3-16 translated into all our 390 lan- 

guages. Our Alberta correspondent 

sends me a clipping from a forelgn 
paper, published there In a dialect 
which he declares does not occur in any 
ef our translations. He says it is the 

" language ‘of a tribe which was con- 
+ quered by Hungary, part of which tribe 
had sctticd in the West, and have a 
paper in their own tongue, which is 
eafled The Nitwinian. However, I feel 
sure It must be a Hungarian dialect, 
which we already have. I shall look It 

- 








Mr. Welsh was through the North- 
west three-years ago, and is quite ready 
to believe that polyglot conditions there 
are even more ‘complicated than they 
were then. He was quite suro that at 
least thirty languages are spoken on 


““the-streets of Winnipeg, and was not 


surprised fo hear of one prairie teach- 
ee who has seven different kinds of 
specch Ti one school. 
~ “And we are alming now,” he sald, 
“to catch ‘these foreigners, while they 
are new to the country, while thelr 
migds_are open to impressions, before 
they Become organized into a social 
syztem. Wo have great hopes of this 
-werk.to cope w which the Canadian 
Bible Socicty federated last year. 
We shall have five assistant secretaries 
ef Ahe'soclety, one in the Maritime Pro- 
4 ‘one in Quebec, one tn Ontario, 
~eme in Manitoba and Saskatchewan,: 
fed one.in Alberta and British Colum- 
bla. Later, we zhall Increase those in 
“tha West. That 1s our objective point. 
We have, now but half a dozen colpor- 
tears In all that country. We must in- 
@rease these: The work must be vigor- 
@usty pushed.” 
Reminded that the polyglot principle 
opposed to the one-language sys- 
4 of Public Schools, Mr. Welsh said 
that it was absolutely easential; if the 
foreigners were to be reached, it must 
thréugh the medium of thelr own 
- Iumguage—for the present, at least.

Minister of Agriculture Oeplores Rush 
of Country Youth Citywards. 


Hon. Nelson Montelth, Minkster of 
Agriculture, Is somewhat concerned 
over the apparent iack of Interes. fa 
the sclence of agriculture as exhibited 
by the young of the province. There 
fs no noticeable diminuation. he says, 
in the rush cliyyards of the youns 
nen and women, who at an carly age, 
began to find farm burdens irksome, 
and long for the picnsures and excite- 
menis they fondly imagine awal: them 
when they set foot in the magic 
city, they hear so much about. 

“The farm ond the farming Indus- 
iry is the backbone Nnunclally of our 
nation,”-wald the Minfiter recently, 
“and we will be In a bad way Indeed. If 
the time comes when the tilling of the 
soll ts regarded as mental or excessive- 
ly laborious, ‘Thinkers in the United 
States exprers the conviction that the 
lnfux of women into the profexsons and 
even the clerical trades formerly mono- 
polized almost entirely by men, 1s now 
having the effect of driving the men, 
young and old, back to the farm to ob- 
tafn a livelihood. 

“I cannot roy that we notice this ef- 
fect in Canuda yet. and fr will be 
some time afore we do, aa we are a 
youns country compared with the 
United S.ates, But all our towns tell 
the sume story. The young people are 
Mocking te the citles. They are daz- 
zled with what they belleve in there, 
and they find when they do go that the 
realization Ix not the same as the an.l- 
clpation. The best Influences are lack- 
ing Jn the cuty. The city is not the 
place to foster and develope the ideal 
home fife, even In Canadian elties. The 
country offords the most natural scope 
for that. T gather that the alm of the 
majority of our. young women, whether 
they ve fn the city or country, Is to- 
wards matrimony, and the training nf- 
forded by te city environment Is not 
the best training for a wife and mothe 
er.—not as good and belpful at any rate 
as that found In the country, The prensa 
ef this country should wield Its great 
Influence In an educative capacity, 10- 
Wards keeping the country ideal strong 
and vigorous, and to remove ffom the 
minds of the young the thought that 
they may be wasting tlme by staying 
on thelr father farms, 

“Farming ts not what it was. Of olf 
{t waa all work and no play, and very 
ttle financial gain as a reward. Now- 
adays {It In different. The . anodern 
farmer! ¢xercisen'a much keener busi- 
ness Instinct in running his farm. 
Labor-savipg machinery takes) away 
the manual toll formerly an unavold- 
able adjunct of his work. Prices are 
better, and he handics a -great deal 
more money thun his grandfather was 
able to do. In fact {it takes 2 good 
business man to be ajfarmer with suc- 
cean nowadays. 5 

“I would like to sea our boys and 
sirlx content to stay in the country. 
The outlook for farming ts good now, 
and better in the future. If a whole- 
sale exodus from our farms takes 
Place, it will mean elther serious 
trouble for us ax 2 nation, or the in- 
Ventilou_of labor-saving machinery to 
entirely take. the place of the former 
workers, who have adopted some other 
calling.”

In Solitude Sublime, 

But the summer is short and for a 
greater part of the year leaden skies 
frown over dreary solitudes of snow and 
lee. During this time the cold Is In- 
tense, sufficient, one would think, to 
congeal the very life blood of human 
beings. The Mskimos do! not mind it 
in the least. They*are clothed from 
head to foot in furs, and thelr bee- 
hive-shaped huts of ice blocks are not 
as comfortless as they seem. Besides, 
the Eskimos know no other life than 
thia, and thelr imagination is not. suf- 
ficiently strong to conjure up the com- 
forts and pleasures of civilization. But 
with the Mounted Police it is different. 
They are men of good education and 
intelligence, fond of the company of 
their, fellows, and appreciative of the 

things which modern civilization 
has brought within the reach of all 
who dwell in the centres of population. 
When the bitter Arctic blasts sweep 
over frozen wastes, and the landscape 
is blotted out with swirling anow-mists, 
when in place of the rumble of trains 
and the whirl of the trolley cara, the 
lonely watchers hear nothing but the 
sob of the wind and the howl of the 
wolf, do they never become oppressed 
wiih the loneilness and desolation of 
thelr lot? ~ Perhaps they do, and it Is 
doubtless true that some who have had 
two years of this life never want to 
experience it again. Dut there are 
others who have taxied life In the far 
north and once away from ft are never 
happy until they return, 

A Hero of the North, 

Sergt. Fitzgerald {s an example of the 
man who has got the northern fever. 
This officer is only 28 years of age, 
yet he has scen more service in the 
north than many an Arctic explorer. t 
He went with Superintendent Moodle in 
the long overland. tramp from Edmon- , 
ton to the Yukon. It was a journey; 
of terrible severity and of ote 


hardships, and experienced men of the 
Geological Survey predicted that the 
police would never emerge from it- 
alive. The prediction wan falsified. 
Moodie and his men did come out safo 
at Dawson In due course without the 
loss of a single man. Sergt. Fitzger- 
ald’a next great journey was the trip 
north to Fort McPherson and Her- 
schell Island with Superintendent 
Moodle. Mounted Police posts were 
established by Moodie, and Fitzgerald 
was left in charge. He remained there 
for two or three years, raised the Brit- 
h flag, collected duiy from the San

did his best to stamp out the de- 
batching of Eskimos by mariners from 
the*®Golden Horn, which had been go- 
ing on for some years.

information was brought out. The re- 
sults were somewhat ephemeral, how- 
ever, as, although the proceedings were 
well reported In the newspapers and 
considerable public Interest was arous- 
ed, the pressure of necessity was not 
felt In the xame way as it is at the 
present time and no rustained effort 
Was made to keep the matter before 
the public. At this convention, how- 
ever, the American Forest Congress was 
organized which body met later In the 
City of Quebec fn 1592. 

The most far-reaching result of this 
convention was the adoption of the 
ffire-ranging sysicm which has done so 
much to preserve the forests of Canada 
and which was undoubtedly an almost 
direct result of the silmulus given to 
the intereat In the subject. This sys- 
tem was first adopted in Ontario tn 
1883 and the other provinces have been 
one after another following this ex- 
ample. The convention was therefore 
far from fruitless and if the saving of 
timber from fire which the fire-rang- 
ers have accomplished can be credited 
in any way to that convention it cer- 
tainly has more than justified to the 
people of Canada the calling of it to- 
Rether,

Ottawa, Nov. 9.—The imperial board 

of trade on behalf of British business 
interests, hag directed a despatch to 
the Canadian Government, voicing the 
‘strong protest of old country exporting 
houses against the Quebec commercial 
travelers" tax.

Angry Debate In Chamber of Deputies 
Followed by Vote Favorable to the 
Ministry, Which, However, fs De 
pendent Upon Opposition, Group3 
For Its Continuance—M. Bertsaux 
Could Not Tolerate This Situation. 


Paris, Nov. 11—The Rouvier Minis- 
try met with its frst check yesterday. 
when NM. Berteaux, Minister of War, 
peremptorily withdrew from the “Min- 
isterial benches, during! an) angry de 
bate in the Chamber of Deputtes, and 
thereafter announced bis resignation. 
For a time the entire Cabinet hung in 
the balance, and Premier Rouvier an- 
nounced the readiness of himself and 
his’ colleagues to give up power until 
they were supported by a sobstantial 
majority, After a debate of excep- 
ional. viotence a motion favorable to 
the Ministry prevalled- by a vote of 
310 to 147.

Di m asreaee 

At the recent session,'a bill was in- 
_troduced ‘amending the act and ’provid- 
ing that fn fature “County -Councils 
ahould consist of the Reeves of the 
various townships. The bill was given 
some consideration, and certain amend- 
ments were agreed upon, but It was felt 
that, as it will not come into operation 
until the beginning of 1907, final con- 
sideration might be postponed to the 
next session of the Legislature. The 
full ané final provisions of the Bill need 
not be given here, but the general prin- 
ciple of the bill may be stated, name- 
ty: It is proposed that, beginning with 
1907, County Councils shall consist of 
Reeves and such Deputy Reeves as 
may, on further consideration, be de- 
cided upon. It is proposed to make the 
number of Councillors leas than fn the 
Councils prior to 1897, but, most im- 
portant, to restore the direct connec- 
tion formerly existing between County 
Councils and Townshfp Councils. -In 
the amendment to the Gounty Councils 
act, provision was made whereby Coun- 
ty Councfis might, by resolution, de- 
clde to revert to the old form of elec- 
sion, such action to take place on or 
before the first day of October in any 
year preceding the holding of an elec- 
ton. 

It has been felt that, if any Council 
has under conalderation the adopting of 
such a resolution, it would be advis- 
able to let them know what Is the pol- 
icy and intention of the Government. 
T need, therefore, simply state that it 
is the present intention of the Govern- 
ment to §ntroduce and to pass at the 
next session of the Legislature a bil 
Providing for the repeal of the present 
County Councils act and to provide that 
henceforth County Councils shall con- 
sist of Reeves and certain Deputy 
Reeves of townships and Mayors of 
towns not separated from the county.

‘THE BREECHES BIBLE. 


Some Curiosities Found In the Famous 
Geneva Bible Which Bibliomanipcs_ 


Handle Reverently. © °~" ~ 

One of the books which « biblioma- 
niac handles reveréntly 1s the famous 
Geneva Bible, better known as the 
“Breeches Bible.” .This name is duc 
to the rendering of Geneals ill, 7, where 
Adam and Eve are said to have “sew- 
ed fig tree leaves together and made 
themselves breeches.” 

This had been the reading of the 
firet English Bible, Wycliffe’a ‘version, 
but later translators had substituted 
the word “apron” for breeches,” and 
the Geneva Bible reverted to the orig- 
inal. The fact that only one edition 
of the Geneva version contained © this 
sentence makes the Mmited number. 
more precious to the book gatherer, The 
Utle page’ of this edition announces 
that {ct was “Imprinted at London by 
the Deputies of the Queene’s Most Ex- 
cellent Majestie" in, 1599. The first 
edition appeared in 1560, and for sixty 
years this was the favorite Bible with 
the people, who reluctantly lald it 
aside for the authorized version of 1€11. 
While it was more a revision of Tyn- 
dalo’s version than a direc? translation 
of original manuscripts, it represented 
the work of the best years of the ban- 
ishment of the Reformers who fied te 
Geneva during the dark reign of Mary. 
That Her “Most Excellent Majestic” 
Elizabeth accepted its dedication was 8 
significant omen for the future of the 
Bible. It was of even greater import- 
ance than the scene which occurred 
three months previous on her royal en- 
trance into London. The glittering pro- 
cension had stopped at the “Little Con- 
duit in Chepe” for a ceremony such as 
the people luved. An old man in em- 
blematic dreas stepped before the 
Queen, and she was told that he was 
Time. “Time.” she said, “and Time it 
was that brought me hither." A white 
robed maiden at his side was introduc- 
ed as “Truth, the daughter of Time.” 
In her hand was an English Bible, on 
which was written “Verbum veritasis.” 
This she presented to the Queen, who 
took it with both hands, raised it to her 
Ups,and, laying it next her heart, 
thanked the city for Ita precious gift. 
The Geneva Bible is not noted for 
{taodd bit of translation alone.. It was 
the first Bible in-which the old style 
binck letter gave way, to the present 
Roman type. It was the first to divide 
the ‘chapters Into paragraphs, and the 
first to’ omit |the, Apocrypha, or, baoks 
of doubtful authenticlty appended to 
the Old Testament, It omits the name 
of St.Paul from the Eplatle fo the 
dicbrews, and uses italics for all words 
bot occurring In the’ origina! ; 
“The' copious marginal notes’ are es- 
pecially interesting as giving the auth- 
ot optnions on many temporal mat- 
ters. Intleed, the'itoné pf thesg note 
Was to a great extent thé cause of the 
book being replaced by the authorized 
version, made under “the-direction of. 
King James. For: instance, © in: the 
passage where the Hebréw © midwives 
Sditnot\ as the’King of Egypt :com- 
manded but save-the men children 
alive,"-the marginal nete declares: 
“Their disobedience: to the. King was 
lawful, though their dissembling wo» 
evil” “It 1s false,” sald King Jamea; 
“to disobey, a king Js not lawful.. Such

Russia Sends Two Ships to Assist In

Great Britain Will Join In the Pro- 
posed Scare — The International 
Squadron Will Occupy a Turkish 
Port to Force Financial Reforms. 


Paris, Nor, 13.—A Russian warship 
now off the istand of Crete and another 
at Piran Greece, have been assign- 
ed to participate with the French ships 
selected, but which have not yet start 
ed In the naval demonstration against 
Turkey as ‘a result of the Porte's re- 
fusal to agree to the financial reforms 
determined upon by~ the powers for: 
Macedonia, An Austrian admiral prob- 
ably will assume command of the tn- 
tornational squadron, but this depends 
upon the rank of the officer Great Bri- 
tain assigns to the command of her 
warships. 

Germany, while not- oppdsing the 
principle of the demonstration, says 
she has no available warships In the 
Mediterranean. This {s considered to 
be a diplomatic move to retain German 
prestige to Turkey, 

The demonstration will not take the 
form of closing the Strait of the Dar. 
danelles, as reported, since this would 
Interfere with neutral commerce, The 
actual form will be determined upon 
by the admirals, but it is considered 
Ukely that the International squadroa 
will occupy a Turkish port or an island 
and will withhold the customs until 
the Sultan accedes to the financial re- 
forms. > 

The demonstrations fs not expected 
to have serious consequences, such as 
disrupting the “political relations of 
the powers with Turkey as chiefly de 
signed to give the Sultan grounds with 
the Mussulman element for yielding to 
the demands of the Christian powers.

Review of Rider Haggard’s Report In 
. The Canadian Labor Gaxette. 


Acting as a special commissioner for 
the British Government, Mr. Rider 
Haggard, the novelist, has Investigu:cd 
the condition of the farm colantea es- 
tablished by the Salvation Army in 

sland and the United States. A re- 
view of his report is publlshed !n The 
Labor Gazette, and this ets forth not 


scribed, but tne fayorable outlook for 
similar work In the Dominion. In the 
settlement at Fort Romle, California, 
the colonists selected were - destitute, 
but had some expericnce in farming 
work, To these men the land was soid 
under contract at $100 per acre. plus 
the cost of improvements, The pur- 
chase money was made payable in 


an period of twenty years, to which was 
udded interest on deferred payments at 
the rate of five percent. Chatiels. such 
as horses, stock, implements ec, were 
sold to the colonists upon a five-year 
system, under which the price was 
tnade payable fr cqual annual Instull- 
ments, to which was added interest up- 
om all unpald balances at the nite of 
vix per cent. per annum. Every set- 
Uer is reported as having done well, _ 

A statement In detall is given of in- 
terviews with the several heads of 
familles, over twenty in number. In 
every Instance the surplus value of 
thelr assets over all thelr Mabilities 
constituted a considerable percentage, 
and in some cases nearly the whole of 
the total value of the farm, though the 
time of settlement had averaged only a 
few years, in some cases but one or 
two, and in no case more than seven. 
These people, who a few years axo were 
in the position of day laborers. are 
now for the most part on the highway 
to considerable prosperity, and already 
possesa happy homes, healthy families, 
pleaxant surroundingy, and a sufficiency 
upon which to live. 

The colony at Fort Amity, California, 
Was composed largely of men of no 
previous experience in farming. The 
land having been bought, the families 
Were imported by degrees for the most 
bart from Chicago, and settled upon 
twenty-acre lots. Hardly any of the 
settlers possessed capital, and in many 
instances the Salvation Army wa» 
obliged to pay the cost of tranaporta- 
tlon to their future homes. Certain 
men with experience were sclected for 
thelr instructicn, and to this end placed 
among them as colonists, 

The results, according to the report, 
Include the turning of a block of waste 
Prairie land into a prosperous settle- 
ment, where a population of about 275 
Persons are living in happiness, health, 
and comfort, with a good prospect of 
being entirely independent, and.in some 
cases comparatively wealthy. 

The Dominion Government has given 
@ practical approval of the colonization 
scheme of the Salvation Army by do- 
nating ten townships for the purpose, 
insisting, of course, that the free grant 
requirements as te settlement be com- 
piled with. ‘

numbers they reappear. How does it 
happen that they come quadrennialty, 
like a Methodist conference, or a Pan- 
Presbyterian assembly? What knowl- 
edge have they of the passing of time, 
and of the proper period to place be- 
tween one event, the outward passage. 
and another, the return? 


Fish by the Millions, 


1x {a @ marvelous inatinct—that which 
impela the fish to move away and to 
@eturn to the spot which they have 
left, four years after thelr emigra- 
tion. This year ts the year of the 
reat salmon run. From July 1, wher 
fishing commenced, untill the beginning 
of September the activity at the river 
mouths and in the canneries has been 
unprecedented, and the yleld has been 
enormous. Of canned salmon the sup- 
ply will be very great. The business 
of catching the fish and of doing them 
down is one of the most interesting of 
the Western operations. In catching 
zome six thousand men are employed, 
The fishermen sail out to the mouth 
of the Fraser in what we should call 
mackinaws, and spread thelr neta, some 
of them of great length, across the 
likely routes. These nets are of the 
proper size to catch by the gill the 
larger fish, and to let the smaller pass 
through on their journey up the river, 
When the net iy hauled up it is a 
mass of shining, wriggling creatures, 
all of them goorl, fat, healthy salmon. 


At the Cannery. 


The scene at the cannery ts one-of 
marked activity.

Bolling follows, and 
whtn the cans are cool the fish {s 
ready for the market. A salmon can 
be carried through all the processes, 
frpm the wharf to the canned article, 
in about five minutes. During the sea- 
son forty canneries work night and 
day, making hay, or rather canned fiah, 
not only while the sun shines, but when 
the moon fs up. 


Value of the Industry. 


The valve of the Industry changes 
with the run. In some years the cash 
yield is not very great. In others it tx 
large. In 1893 the canned salmon exe 
ported was worth $870,378. There came 
@ big salmon run in 1897, and the fig- 
ures for that year reached $3,630,000. 
Then there was.a drop to an annual 
Product of a million or lesa, In 1902 
the big run again occurred, and the 
result was an export trade of $5,012,000. 
For the succeeding years the catch has 
Deen small. Dut 1905 is the quadren- 
nial immigration of salmon, and large 
figures arei looked for. Nature has 
hitherto attended to the aupply of fish. 
The growing catch, however, has rather 
frustrated ‘the efforts in that direc- 
tion. As a consequence, our Fishery 
Department has taken up the problem, 
and for some.years fish ha(cheries have 
been fn operation on the Fraser River. 

The hatcheries are protected by dams 
approached by a weir. Here, a month 
ago, a strange scene was witnessed. 
The surface of the water below the 
weirs was disturbed by the fins and 
backs of thousands and thousands of 
sockeyes waiting the chance to pass 
through to the spawning grounds, On 
one day when the gates of a weir were 
opened the salmon pushed into the re- 
served waters at the rate of 360 a min- 
ute by actual count. The Idea of the 
hatchery {s that the salmon shall be 
{nduced to spawn In waters that are 
protected from fish that feed upon the 
fry. Here the young salmon are kept 
until they havo reached a fair size, 
when they pass out by mi'llona—20,000,- 
000 in the figure for this year—to the 
zea to fattén; and to return elther'to 
the spawning grounds or to the can- 
neries. It would ssem that the salmon 
Ddusiness has been brought to a science.

“George ‘Durnan Presented With. the- 
imperial’ Service Medal For Long’ 
Faithful Service to Canada.” ~ 

By command of His Majesty, King 
Edward VIL,-Mr. George Durnan, for-, 
merly Ughthouse keeper on Gibraltar 
Point, on the Island shore, Toronto, has 
been presented with an Imperial ser- 
vice medal for long and faithful ser- 
vice to Canada. The presentation was 
made by His Honor the Lieutenant-' 
Governor, in the drawing room at Gov- 
ernment House, In the presence of Mr. 
Durnan's family and some friends, Mr. 
Durnan made a happy reply, in which 
he gave some reminiscences of the 
historic iNghthouse. 

To have lived a lifetime in a light- 
house is an experience that will im- 
preas the average man as being th 
climax of monotony. But Mr. Durnan 
who himself held the position of ligh 
keeper for fifty-two years, following hi: 
father, who had it for twenty-tw: 
yeara, and who only a few months ag 
was placed on the Government pensio- 
Ilst,-1s a striking example that suc 
monotony does not prevent longevit: 
Mr. Durnan ts hale and hearty at 7:

A Solitary Sandbar. 

Mr.'Durnan was five years old when 
mis father, who had a few years pre- 
viously come to this country from Ire- 
land, was appointed keeper of the Nght 
and took up his residence on the Is- 
land. Mr. Durnan recalled the scene 
vividly. The Island was a solitary 
sandbar, with not another house upon 
it, 

The first keeper of the present light- 
house on the Island was a man named 
John Miller, who remained in charge 
for nine years, when he was murdered 
by soldiers to whom he had refused a 
supply of whiskey. Miller was on his 
way to inform the commanding officer 
of the unruly conduct of the soldiers 
when he was pounced upon and tmur- 
dered by them. The position was af- 
terwards given to an old soldier named 
Halloway, who with his wife occupied 
the old wooden cottage beside the ight- 
house and trimmed lamps for seventeen

Saved Many Lives. 

While he has not kept any records of 
| wrecks that have occurred at various 
j times In the lake off the Island, he has 
ansisted in saving many lves. He has 
deep religious convictions and is a 
member of the Methodist Church. 

The lighthoure on the Island is one 
of the oldest landmarks of Toronto, It 
was bullt on the present site in‘ 1806, 
and all the stone for the etructure was 
brought from Queenston Heights. The 
walls are six feet in thickness, and the 
height from the ground to the weather 
vane is eighty feet. When the Ught 
was established it was, like all other 
auch beacons, a fixed ight.

U you are guirg to Beep apple 
for market they wani to be pi 
there im the very beat powible 
dition, don’t think they can be dum 
ed into-tarrelx and shipped to their 
destination, and think Leeause they 






have Leen im the cold storage you 
can get a remarkably high price 
for them. The apple must ke put 


in tho storage in good 
condition, or t will not 
leave it In that wbape; it will decay 
in tho storage if it in placed chere 
iu that condliion, You must have 
boys or men who will work rapldiy 
and carefully; it Is an apple at a 
{ime and not sho¥elfuls, from be. 
sinning to end, from the time you 
pick them from the tree until you 
put them on the market, 

If the apples go in barrels to the 
narket, sometimer they are hadly 
jammed and the fruit must sell low; 
if they go there In afine condition, 
smooth and clean and nice, they bring 
@ good price, and cost no more than 
the other in one way. So te careful 
that tho'men who handle your ap. 
ples handlo them as carefuliy an 
possible. Ap to the time of harvest. 
ing, that depends entirely upon 
your immediate circumstances ani 
‘tho xize of your ‘orchard, etc, 


Storage. 


Wo would not think to-day of keep- 
ine i dalry of thirty or forty alee 
dairy cows, Jerseys, or something 
clac, without a goud barn to keep 
them in. We would not think of 
wunning that dairy without proper 
dairy utensils to make thelr product 
sast as fino ax powsibly can be done; 
yel there dro very few farmers in 
the State of Vermont who have 3 
storage suitable for their apples. 
They may havo twenty-five or cbir- 
ty nice dalry cown; they are sorking 
fancy outters and getting fancy 
prices; and‘ yet they have ono hun- 
cia or a hundred apple trees out 
ore and are not gctti, ao. ro- 
fit at all from them.

‘An expert autbority writes In_a 
housshold magazine thes: dircotlons 
for preparing ohvstnuts for cookings 
With a suarp knife cut a slit inthe 
side of each nut.

SL Petersburg, Nov. 15.—In view of 
the condemnation tu death of many ot 
the sallors who multinied at Kronstadt, 
the delay in carrying out the reforms 
Outlined In the Imperial manifesto. the 
proclamation of martial law in Poland 
and other repressive acts, the council 
of workmen's delexates have decided to 
procktlm a general strike throughout 
Russia to-day. 

Upheaval Travels Far. 

‘The upheaval In Russia following the 
promulgation of the reform manifesto 
has now reached Viadivostock and Yen- 
fxelsk and other extreme points of the 
Emplre, Confirmation has been obtain- 
ed from various sources of the reported 
uprising at Viadivostock, where affairs 
Were quite critical Many persons were 
Killed and the forelgners have taken 
refuge on the ships in the harbor. 
Many public buildings, sterex nnd 
houses were pillaged and set fre to by 
the mob. ‘ 

The American cmbassy has recelved 
from Consul Greener at Viadivostock 
details of the outbreak which beran 
Sunday af.ernoon  tinmediately after 
the departure of the Russian armored 
crulsers Gromobol and Rossia, The 
people who had gathered in great 
crowds, began to break windews and 
pillage and In the evening set fire to 
the theatre. the Golden Horn Hotet, 
to several blocks o& Chinese buildings 
of the.clty, and 










buildings Jn the east§gn quarter. The 
fires burned all night®-Seventy bulld- 
ing< Were consumed, Troops were aum- 
moned to restore order and fired fre- 
quent volleys, kilo many persons,

tender should be, and who the success- 
ful tenderer should be, but that after 
the arduous duty had been performed 
the men who figured on the job votec 
theirselyes x bonus by way of com. 
pensation for their labor, which the 
tan who got the contract had to pay. 
Bonus of $200. 

In one case this bonus amounted to 
as much os $200, and In the case of 
the Normal Sctool. 1 Government job, 
three mon who figured on the job and 
did not get the contract, apparently 
voted themselves $150 cach, which the 
successful contractor had to disburse 
to them. This action was taken, a8 
witnces admitted, without tho coz- 
nizance of the men who had to pay 
the contractor, whose only protection 
waa the “plumber’s consclence™ as to 
what would be a fair nmount. 

The Supply Agreement. :

Warned te Get Out. 

Fortunately, T. L. Sweney ef the 
American Expreas Co. gn the first floor 
noliced that the wall waa beginning te 
bulge, and he notliled ail the other peo 
ple in the buikiing to get out, a few 
seconds before {t fell. Mre. Myers and 
her dgughter were the only ones not 
notified of the danger. 

The Amertcan Kxprese Co. cccupled 
the whole of the first floor, Harsison & 
Lewis, Miss S. I. Teetzel, George: B. 
Papps, Peter Balfour, Charles P. Hae 
dy, M. Mattice. the Scarburough Co. 
and the Hamilton Telegraph School oc 
cupid the other two floors. All their 
furniture, books and other belonging» 
were buried In the ruins. When the 
excavation wax commenced, Building 
Inspector Anderson notified the owner

Btate Root by Sir Chentung Liang

These cannon were held to be 
sacred {instruments and were finely 
chayed with symbolic designs and gor 
geously ornamented for this particular 
occasion. 

The Chinese delleved that tach dis- 
charge blew away or destroyed certain 
malignant spirits hovering about the 
place. Their selzure created at first 
consternation and then anger, and the 
ill-feeling culminated in the attack op- 
on the miastonaries and their death, 





REDUCTION IN RATES-ON-BEANS 


Regulations to Secure Better Attend- 
ance at Commons Seesions.

When a case of typhoid fever or 
other infectious disease invades the 
bome of the city dweller the matter 
of managing ix casily solved by 
sending the patient to some hospl- 
tal, where physicians and (rained 
nurses take bin in charge, and he 
ts treated sccordinzs to tne latest, 
sanitary) methods. 
In the country, Where tralned nurses 
are atlll scarce and where the siek 
neast be nursed by other members 
of the fanzily, most of the bad nurs 
imt and erave Mmyamanape:ment comes 
from want of knoWlede; the fearful 
Aelplessness and dest ruc.ive ineffi- 
ciency which come [rom rot knowing 
what to do for ithe patient, “the 
leaving undone what xbould be done 


and dulmr what should noi Le done.” 
SA few hints as given by Dr. Kate 
| tindaay in the Housckerper to belp 
euch may te useful. 2 
| Two things should be borne in 








mind for the systeumtio treatinent 
of all cases of, infectious dbeaxs— 
first, to limit the spread of the in- 
teotion and proteet all members of 
the family from the disease; scoond, 
to do everything to modify the 
course und character of the diswasc 
so that the danger of a fatal ending 
will be lewened, the time of illness 
shortened and complications avolied. 

When a case of typhold fever or 
other Jnfectious disyrder. occurs ina 
home the welfare of the family de- 
mands Isolation sw as to avokl infeot- 
ing air, food or water used by its 
members. As the typhold fever pa- 
tlent does not infect by elther breath 
or skin exhalation the sifety of the 
family ux well ax the welfare of the 
patient cin Le secured by complete 
disinfecting, cleanliness afd destruc. 
tion of discharzes from bowels and 
bladder, and all expectoration from 
lunys apd any other discharge from 

. eyes, Cars or auy sore. 

When carlag fur the caw she 
should not prepare or handle any 
food or drink used by the family. To 
save herself from infection she should 
always wash ber hands before eut- 
ing, and never eat from any dishes 
ued by the patiant. ft were best 
never to secp in the sick roon. 
Should she bo compelled to do so she 
ehould always arrangse her oot so 
that the alr curien: (lows from, not 
toward her bed, An opon, window 
Letwoen ber and the slick bey is de- 
sirable. All refuse, such 


as §yaper, 
sweepings, combings and left, over 
food and the Jike should bo Uproed. 


The floor should not be carpeted; 
furniture plain and not upholstered, 
as iittle as can be gotten along with. 
Never uso a brooin for sweeping, but 
plek up dust with a damp rag and 
burn. 


The alm is to shut off ail Iability 
of food or drink infeetlon from the 
sick room. Boiling will not make un- 
clean food or drink clean, but it will 
kilt all living germs and = prevent 
infection. Thorvfore all food and 
water should be boiled, both what ia 
used by patient and what is used 
by. all the family. In fact, if the 
dicate is epidemic or there is dan- 
wer of food and water Infeotion, it in

The Last Eagtish Deel. 

The last duel—the last fatal one, at 
least—was fought ina flekt in Malden 
lane in a solitary part of Holloway in 
1843. The district acquired considera: 
ble notoriety from the event. It was 
the duel fought between Colonel Faw- 
cett and Lieutenant Munro. The for 
mer wos killed. The duelists were not 
only brother officers; they were also 
brothers-in-law, baying qarried two 
sisters, ; 

The coroner’s jury on the inquest re 
turned a verdict’of willful murder pot 
only against: Lieutenant Munro, but 
against the seconds also, The latter, 
bowever, were nequitted, Munro evad- 
ed the hands of justice by secking ref- 
uge obroad. Four years later be sur- 
rendered to take hla trial at the Old 
Balley. He was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to death, He was, however, 
strongly’ recommended to tnercy, and 
the sentence was erentually commute 
to twelve months’ Imprisonment. 

The nvighborhood tn which this duel 
was fought Is no lovger solitary. A 
wide thoroughfare, known as the 
Brecknock road, runa througt it, and a 
rite ground beside the Brecknock 
Arms appropriately indicates the place 
where the final shot was fired.—Cham- 
bers’ Journal.

WILD DOGS OF ASIA. 


Fierce Animale That Parsee and 
KAll Dears and Tigers. 

The quality of courage possessed by 
bunting dogs of Asia appears in a 
marked difference of habit from that 
noticeable in all other carnivorous 
beasts, As a rule, cach ferocious ani- 
mal has Its natural and favorite prey, 
which may vary In different localitics, 
but Is in each case the easiest and most 
profitable victim. Tigera, for Instance, 
are cattle slayers or deer killers, just 
as cattle or ieer Lippen to be most 
abundant in their district. 

Leopards prey on goats, sheep and, 
when they can get them, on tame dogs; 
wolves on abecp and cattle, stoata or 
rabbits and hares, and weasels on rats 
and mice. But, though the jJungies 
which they visit abound In defenseless 
animals, the wild dog docs not limit 
his attacks to these. The packs de- 
Uberately pursve and destroy the black 
and Himalayan bears and the tigers, 
affording perhaps the only instance In 
which one carnivorous epecics deliber 
ately sets Itself to hunt down and de 
stroy another. From their rarity, the 
uninbablted nature of the jungles 
which they haunt and thelr habit of 
hunting at night—which a probable 
suggestion makes the basis of the car- 
ly legends of the demon hunter and 
“hellequin” at a time when the “red 
dogs” stilt remalned In Europe—obser- 
vations of thelr Labits are rare.—Lon- 
don Spectator.

-whose price ts determined more by tbe 
way they are_put up than by their 
quality. You can often get as good a 
amide of olives, figs or some such 
goods In:the bulk as In the package 
and at much Jess cost. - 

“In a worl, the housekeepers save 
under the present conditions by buying 
the best—but not always the fancy 
qualitics—of groceries and by getting 
them if possible by the even money's 
worth.” .

Loa Angeles, Cal, Nov. 19.—For the 
old folks, the young folks, the Influ- 
ential and the humble, there are words 
of cheer and congratulation In this ser 
mon, as well as encouragement In well 
doing. The text is Romans xvi. 9, .“Sa 
lute Urbane, our helper in Christ, and 
Stachyx, my beloved.” 

Have you ever wandered over any ‘of 
the great battleficida of .the world? 
Have you ever had a guile, lead you 
over the blood-sagked soll of Gettys- 
burg?, Then you have. been struck with 
the fact that no gne squad, no one com- 
pany. po one regiment, po one brigade, 
Ro one division alone fqught that bat- 
tle. The success of Gen. George G. 
Meade or of Robert E. Lee depended 
not more upon thelr gencrats being 
faithful than upon all the colonels and 
majors and captains and scrgcants and 
corporals and private soldiers. being 
falthful and working together and in

_unison. The difference between a con- 


quering army and a mob Is the differ 
ence between men working together in 
an Intelligent way to achleve a desired 
purpose and a conglomerate collection 
of individuals, each claiming that his 
own Will is the equal, If not the super 


gences nbout him. 

What Ls true of the army Is absotute- 
ly true In reference to business. How 
is the Panama canal to be dug? By 
the United States commissioners ‘ap- 
pointed by the President? By the chief 
engincer? By the contractors? Oh, no. 
As in the mercantile cxtablishment, the 
buyers, the advertising agents, the 
Noorwalkers, the salesmen, the delivery | 
wagons, all work together In unison ! 
and each as a co-operative agent helps 
the other, so In the Panama canal all 
the different departments are working 
together. Each man is helped by some 
other man, and cach man tries to help 
the other men. Now, what is true in 
the army and In the business and fn 
the contractors world Is equally true 
in regard to church work. Here we do 


the work. Paul himself could not do 
it. He had his helpers, his associates, 
his workers. He himself tells us that 
Urbane and Stachys were his asrsoci- 
ates in God's work. Nelther can the 
church members make a successful 
church unless there Is co-operation In 
the pulpit. Thus the purpose of my 
sermon to-day is to ’rhow you who are 
the minister's best friends; who are the 
men and the women upon whom he 
rhould most wisely lenn and whose ad: | 
vice he should be most anxious to fol-

Who are the ministers best friends? 
In the frat place, ihey are the old | 
folks. They are the mon and the wor 
men who have been walking with Jesus 
Christ twenty, forty fifty or even 
sixty years. They ure the church mem- 









bers whose hair le white. step 
fs often infirin and whore hearing 
sometimes must have the sounding 


board of the palm of the hand hack of 
the ear in order to hear the sermons 
aright. But, though their eyex may be 
weak and thelr hearing: muttled. with 
those eyen Urey have been reading the 
promises of God. and with thove eam 
they have been diatening to his words 
of comfort through many dark trials 
which have come te them year in and 
yeur out perhaps for bait h century.

‘No, You would sénd for such man 
ax Dr. Hamllion, whe stood by the 
bedside of James-A, Garfield, or for a 
man ‘Uke Dr. Janewhy, who came on 
fast aa Tevolving wheels could carry 
him to the bedside of Willlam McKin- 
ley, or for a xkillful practitioner like 
Sir Morell MacKenzie, who looked into 
the diseased throat of Crown Prince 
Frederick. Thexe were all old men. 
For years and years and years they

ambitions, or the old men who know 
that thelr lives are nearly run and 
whose only object Is to serve: their 
church during the few years that are 
left?. I want to tell all ministers and 
all church members that any mlalster 
or any church which gets out of the . 
habit of honoring and following the 
advice of the old folks is heading to- 
ward almost) certain shipwreck. Tho 
older membera of the church Intultlyely , 
know when any proposed course Is, 
right, and they intuitively know when 
it is wrong. Better, rather, heed the 
advice of the old Christians than any 
other class of laymen. 

*But,” says some young minister or 
Christian Endeavorer, “the difficulty 
with the old folks is.that they are out 
of sympathy.with the young folks. 
What are we to do when they do not 
sympathize with ust’ My young 
friend, you are mistaken. The od 
church members are not out of sym 
pathy with the young folks when they 
are acting wisely. It is only when they 
are rash and imprudent. Furthermore, 
of all admirers and helpers which the 
young minister has In his congregation 
no class {s more loyal to him than the 
white-haired eldera and. their wives. 
As a rule when men and women grow 
old they do not want to go to old peo- 
ple’s homes and associate with old peo- 
ple. but they want to associate with 
the young. Especially do they love to 
have a young man for their pastor. 
When my father, a sey young man, 
was called to Spracuse, N. Y., the most 
prominent man in that ‘part of the 
state was a member of his congrega- 
tion, He was at that time over elghty 
years of age. In legislative halts he 
had sat the contemporary and the com: 
peer of Clay and Webster, and he him- 
self was one of the giants ‘of the bar. 
My father was at that time undevelop- 
ed god Immature. Yet every Sunday 
this big brained, silver-tongued orator 
xat at his feet, as William E. Gladatone 
sat at the feet of hls own son in the 
Nttle church of Hawarden. One day a 
friend came to him and asid, “Well, 
senator, how do you lke the young 
preacher? With that the old man an- 
swered: “I am a very old man, I have 
ween and heard much, But I belleve 
the young man Is truly trying to serve 
his Master. Therefore TI shall do ali J 
can to help him, Resides, my friend, 
the older a man grows the more he 
likes young men and young men’s 
preaching!" Oh, ye young men in the 
gospel pulpit, hear it! The best. friends 
a young minister has are the old folks. 
{ Beware when the voices of the aged 
are nop heeded in your church councils. 
When a young minister getx out of 
touch with Me older members of his 
congregation he Is always out of touch 
with the best Interests of his church 
and out of touch with the real teach- 
Ings of Jesus Christ. 

But the next class of a mintister’a best 
friends to which I wish to call your at- 
tention aré the prayer meeting people. 
T allude to those who, week In and week 
out, month in and month out, year in 
and year oul. every Wednesday night 
ns far ax they are able always wend 
thelr way to the week night service es 
reguinrly and as conscientiously as 
they go to the breakfast table in the 
morning and comt home after thelr 
business at night. These prayer meet- 
Ing folka do not alwsys belong to the 
wealthy classes. Thelr wardrobes are 
not always filed with silke and Droad- 
cloths. Some of them during the day 
may have had on the overalls ofa car 
penter or a mason, or they may have 
held in their hands the order book of 
Q grocery clerk, But these prayer 
meeting peaple, whether they be rich 
or poor, are the most valuable people 
of the church—that Is, of course, ¢x- 
cepting some of the older folks, who, 
on account of thelr physical Infrmities, 
ar unable to be ont. It is not by run- 
ning afer silver and gold and social 
position that the minister Is to bulld 
up bis churel. Wt le by finding his Qeabl- 
net and his church leaders mong the 
men and women of xplritual poPer. 
whe hinprove every opportunity to 
quaint themxelves with the word 
God and gain the unction of the Spirit 
at the altar of praye 
* But how prone t ‘oung minister bs 
to follow after thoxe who are re’ 
soclally strong In a community and 
not noted for thelr Christlan consecra: 
thon! Tew common it bs for the rich 
mere nt to be the president of the 
Doard of trustees, even though he be 
not a church member. How easy It ts 
for the y ag minister to ylel 
worldly elements of hhe congresation 
who wont mute In the cholr loft, 
even though that musle has to be ren- 
dered by men and wemen who never 
have professed Christ as thelr Saviour 
and who are notorious for thelr indlf- 
ference to all things sacred and divine? 
How Mable the minister Is to len upon 
those who never lean upon Jesus and 
then to expect hla people to be spiritual 
people! God forbld that In any church 
the pastor should seek for hiy chief ad- 
visers and leaders thoxe who think 
more of the cut of their outer garments 
than they do of thelr inner consecra- 
tion, for thoye who would sooner go tu 
a ball or a card party or a thedtre than 
to the houxe of prayer! When the lead- 
ers of a church ore unsanctified they 
become the leaven which! teavens the 
church foaf, 

But ihere is still another class to 
which I wish to-call your attention. 
The new mintater’s best friends are al- 
ways to be found among those who 
wore the best friends of the minister 
who preecded him in that pulpit They 
are to be found among those who are 
always ready to pralae their last min- 
Inter’a virtue® and never allude to his 
failings. They wilt tel) you thelr last 
pastor had the fovellest wife and the 
finest children and the happlest of 
homes. They will say: “Yes, our old 
pastor was on good man, I never sat at 
hin” feet without recelving a bdicssing 
from his sermona.” And these friends 
of the old minister did recelve a biess- 
ing. from every one of his sermons. 
And they will receive a blessing from 
every one of the new minister's ser 
mons. Ax they were friends to the old 
minister, so they will be frignds to the 
new. 

But there Jn yct another criterion by 
which you can judge a minister's best 
friends, They are to be numbered 
amoung those who do not “love | their 
church so much that they are blinded 
to the gospel dulles which are calling 
them oulskle of the four walls of that 
church. ‘They are the Chritslans who 
realize that as there 1s one family lv- 
ing within the four wallx of the home 
“o there In a church famlly living with- 
In the four walla of the church, They 









































* strive to full their obligations not on- 


plane where they can drop their selfish Vy to thane own aoa and_the church 
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family, but to those outside who do not 
yet know Christ. The church family 
{sa very. important family, but it does 
not represent the whole human race. 
Now, as every father and mother must 
help care for the wanta of their Indi. 
gent neighbors, so every church family 
* should and must care for the spiritual 
wants of the gtcat heathen outside 
world. Therefore the church member 
who simply says “Lot us care for our 
own church, for our own pulpit and 
pew and Sunday school” is not a true 
Christlanj The true church member fa 
the one who has the missionary spirit 


{ and who realizes his duty to China and 


Africu and Persian. and India as well 
a4 to his own cily and nelghborhood. 
Yet tt in at this vital missionary point 
that xo many of our would-be minls- 
ters best friends fall. 

It Is only by our spiritual scattering 
that we can gather in, and It is only by 
our laying down our Ives that-we can 
sdye them. An old’ castern parable 
ocx thus: A merchant was about to 
gv into. far country, He gave to two 
friends a’couple of nacka of wheat 
aplece. (Ho sald, “Take care of these 
for me untfi J return.” Years passed, 
and the merchant returned. He sald 
to hip’ friends, “Where ia my wheat?" 
The first returned to him his twe bags 
of wheat, which he had kept for the 
mercant in a store house, The grain 
was mildewed and useless. The sec 
ond friend took the merchant out upon 
the hillside and showed him his fields 
below in the valley waving with golden 
headed wheat ready for the sickle. 
“There is your wheat. I have grown It 
all for you. It le all yours." Then 
aald the. master: “Give me my two 
aacks of grain back and the rest shall 
be yours.” So it ts In the missionary 
work of the church,” When our church 
leaders help us to scatter the gospel 
reed upon the other xlde of the sea they 
have falth that God will give us a ten- 
fold a hundredfotd blessing. [t Ix not 
when a church lives for Itself that It 
pruspers, but when 1t tives for others. 
Scatter your miaslonary seed, and the 
cbundant spiritual harvest shall be 
yours. 

But lastly, 1 remark that the min- 
Ister’x. best friends are to be found 
among those who ate ready and will 
ing to work in Inconspltuvus places. 
These best friends are not the men who 
want to push thelr way Into the high: 
est places of the synagogue. They are 
the men and the women who are ready 
to take the humble places,‘the insignif- 
cant pluces, the places which, os a rule, 
but few people want to a1, and be 
cause thice men and women are will 
ing to take humble positions, how great 
& temptation it is for the minister to 
give the highest positions to those who 
will not work In the church unless they 
get these high positions! I have never 
found a true, loyal friend to a ininister 
unless that friend was as willing to 
work in an inconspicuous as in a con- 
splcuous place, 

This nation can well rest her safely 
upon the loyalty ef her pe ople, Men 
of all classes, If gecessary, are willing 
to die for her In the ranks a common 
soldiers and xalfors. Commander Mron- 
fon, late of the Yankee, one of our 
naval gunboats, tells this moxt Inter- 
esting experience of his: The warship 
was rounding a cape and encountering 
a heavy sea. One of his sallory wan at 
the wheel. The commander watched 
the man for a Httle while, then he rald. 
*You steer very Well, my man” ‘The 
common railore #6 and answered, 
“E thank you, sir” iuve you been 
pricticing much since jJeloing the

TO HERO'S MEMORY. 


Statue of Sir Galahad to Perpetuate 
Decd cf H. A. Harper. 


Ottawa, Noy. 20.—-A public monu- 
neat, commemorative of the heroism 
of the late Heary Albert Harper, for 
merly of Barrie, was unyelled Satu 
day afternocoa by His Excellency Fart 
Grey. Thousands of citizens were 
present to witness the ceremony. 

The monument Is one of the finest 
picces of bronze statuary in America 
201 {s located on the broad boulevard 
in front of the Parliament buildings at 
the head of Metcalfe street. The figure 
is a symbolical one; it represents Sir 
Galahad, the young knight of the my- 
thical court of King Arthur, who was 
renowned for his purity, nobility and 
splendid chivalry. The figure is mount- 
ed on a granite base, cut so ax to rep- 
resent a hugh boulder. On one side 
is a bronze tablet with the inscription: 
“Erected by the public to commemor- 
Ate the heroism of Henry Albert Har- 
per, M.A, who, In an effort to saye 
the life of Miss Bessie Blair, was 
drowned with her In the Ottawa River 
on Dec, 6, 1901, in his 28th year.” 

Just at the base of the figure the 
following legend Is cut into the rock: 
“Galahad cried, ‘If I lose myself, 1 
save myself.—Tennyson—'The Holy 
Grail’” 

The monument is the work of E. W. 
Keyser, a young American sculptor. 

Mr, H. P. D. Ross chairman of the 
committee, presided. After the unvell- 
{ng Mr. Rosa called on W. L. Macken- 
zie King, who was the closest friend 
Mr. Harper had, to formally convey 
the monument to the charge of the 
Prime Minister. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier sald It was an 
honor for the Government to accept 
{t and it would be a labor of love to 
care for it. 

Earl Grey made the closing address, 
Ho would never pass the monument 
without bein; reminded of the example 
bequeathed az a precious legacy. He 
pald a high tribute to the ability and 
character of the late Mr, Harper and 
sald Canada and the world are richer 
by his death, as his character and cx- 
ample Hve. He hoped the monument 
would he but the’first of a set of noble 
companions, which would make’ the 
street the Via Tacra of the capital. 

Among those present at the cers 
mony were Hon. A. G. alr, whose 
daughter was drowned at the same 
time as Mr. Harper; several Cabinet 
Ministers, relatives and friends from 
Barrie and many provulucnt citizens.

Marine Disaster Off French 
Coast Sunday Morning. 


Steamer Hilda Struck a Rock During 
Storm and Foundered Near St. 
Malo—Firat Word Sald the Passen- 
gera Were All Franchmen, But Lat- 
or Despatches Includes Several Eng- 
lish People in List of Victims. 


London, Noy. 20.—The Southwestern 
R, R's cross channel steamer Hilda 
foundered off the French coast yester- 
day morning with a loss of more than 
100 persons on board. The Hilda left 
Bouthampton Friday night for St. Malo 
on the north coast of France. The crew 
numbered 26, and there were about 100 
passengers all Frenchnten, the major 
ity belng onion dealers from St. Briac 


and neighborhood. * 


Few Available Particulars, 

A telegram from St. Servin, adjoin- 
ing the town of St. Malo, gives the few 
pariiculara yet available. The Hilda 
was near St, Malo Saturday. morning 
delayed: by a fox and bad weather, 
Bhe struck the rocks at 4 o'clock Sun- 
day morning in the roadstead off the 
Island of Cezambre. y 

The majority of the crew and pas- 
sengers were asleep at the time. Two 
boats were lowered. one of which, con- 
taining five men, arrived at St. Ser 
vin, Tho second boat was picked up 
empty at St. Cast, where 13 bodies were 
washed ashore. The top of the Hilde’s 
funnel and her mast are visible at low 
lide according to a telegram from St. 
Servin, 

The Hilda was bullt at Glasgow in 
1882, and regisicred 8¢$ tons, She was 
& screw steamer of fron construction, 
and was 235 feet In length. 

English People Drown. ¢ 

St, Malo, France, Nov, 20.—The ex- 
act number of lives lost on the Hilda 
is unknown here. It ts underatood that 
there are abou: twenty first-class pas- 
sengers, Including several Engtlsh pco- 
ple. Among the latter were Hon. Mrs. 
Butler, sister of Lord Lanesborough, 
and Col. Follet. Though it Is not cer 
tain that these actually were on board, 
they were expected to travel by the 
Hilda, and it {s known that all the first- 
class passengers were drowned. These 
Passengers’ were English officers and 
others who were coming to rejoin their 
families or to spend the season at Bt. 
Malo and Dinand (opposite St. Malo.) 

It appears to. be certain that only 
six were saved, these being five onion 
sell€rs and an English seaman named 
Grinter, belonging to Guernaey, and 
that the total on board, Including the 
crew, numbered 105. 

A Treacherous Roef. 

The disaster was first

She apparently had struck, broken 
her back, and immediately sunk, leav- 
ing no time to launch the boats.

pean nations. 

After President Berner moved the 
election of Prince Charics Socialist 
Pastor Erikson declared his party 
would vote for the motion because 
there was no occasion to support any 


‘decision to favor a monarchy. Casy 
berg, state advocate, sald he and those 
who shared his views-bowed to the 
will of the majority, and the national 
election of the King was then formal- 
ly carried out. 

“God Gave the King.” 

President Berner in a@ speech, to 
which all Ilatened standing, said: *God 
save our newly-elecled King; God de 
fend our fatherland.” 

The speech was greeted with cheer- 
ing. M. Berner then appointed a dep- 
utation which left Saturday night for 
Copenhagen to notify Prince Charles 
of his election. The deputation was as 
follows: President Berner and Prof, 


sen, land owners; M,. Austbo, a tenant 
farmer; M. Kahrs, a merchant; -M 
Branne, a manufacturer, and M. Grima, 
an engineer. 

After the election telegrams were 
immediately despatched to Prince 
Charles, King Christian and the Danish 
Premier, and the sitting was adjourned 
until 8.45 o’clock, when President Ber- 
ner read the’ following telegram from 
Pripce Charles, 2 

; Haakon Vil. 

“With the permission of the King, 
my Ilustrous grandfather, I accept my 
election as King of Norway, and will 
adopt the name Haakon VIL, confer 
ring upon my son the name Olaf. 

“My wife and I cail-down on the 
Norwegian people God's richest bless 
ings, and will consecrate our future 
life to the country’s glory and pros 
perity.” 

The president and the chamber then 
called for cheera for King Haakon. 
‘These were given enthusiastically, and 
the sitting closed. 

Coronation July 27. 

Copenhagen, Nov. 20.—A telegram an- 
nouncing that the Storthing had elect- 
ed Prince Charles of Denmark King 
waa received during a dinner given by 
Crown Prince and Crown Princess 
Frederick, and at which Prince Charles 
was present. The Crown Prince im 
mediately drank a toast to the new 
monarch of Norway.

She 
qathbored her falling strength and 
rushed Into the street, orying for 
help. The mob slaned hor, and abe 
dwas Instantly killed.” 

Miorman Sachs, of Klev, has writ- 
fen fo Samuel London, one of the

“A Jewess named Sarah Goldman 
was taken to our hospital with two 
splkes seven inches long driven into 
her brain.

Grave Rebbers. 

Dr, William Williams Keen in a book 
on the subject tells some interesting 
things about the men who used to rob 
graves and sell the bodies to medical 
schools, Dickens’ Jerry Cruncher In 
“A Tale of Two Cities” was a “resur- 
rectlonist” by night. In 1828 Dr, Keen 
says there were more than 100 regular 
professional grave robbers In London, 
besides “occasional yolunteers. They 
did a large business In a perfectly or- 
ganized manner. “Sometimes,” re- 
marks Dr, Keen, “they picked up cases 
of apoplexy in the street, carried them 
as relatires to the hospital and as rela- 
tives clalmed and removed them after 
death to sell to anatomists.” The resur- 
rectionists presently began to create 
subjects for dissection—in other words, 
to murder people. Wililam Burke, 
who gave his name to the crime of 
burking, or throttling, murdered six- 
teen persons before he was caught. 
Hs trial, of “unexampled length,” said’ 
the judge in charging the jury, lasted 
twenty-four hours, It was the very 
atrocity of Burke and his fellows that 
brought about such change of laws that 
medical colleges no longer have to deal 
with resurrectionlsts and starred the 
professional grave robbers out of busi- 
ness.

Beyond this doctrine and the non- 
recognition of the papal supremacy the 
Armenian church and the Latin differ 
so slightly that when an Armenian 
Gregorian or schismatic passes orer to 
Rome be finds in the united branch of 
this church no change whatever In 
liturgy or ritual. I defy any casual cb- 
server to tell the difference which 
exists between the two churches In 
matter of ceremonial and general ar 
rangement.—London Graphic,

Corea’s Cabinet, Except Emperor 
and Two Ministers, Yisids. 





His tajesty Orders Assastination of 
Ministers Who Conzented to Japan- 
ese Demands, and .Thee-Qeerinio 
vesiremont With His Faithful Ad- 
visers = Did the Cabinet Yield to 
dap Gold? 


Seoul, Nov. 18.—(Delayed.)--The 
confireuce of nearly a week between 
the Japanese cavoya, hended “by Ma 
quis Ito, and the Corenn Cabine! endcd 
yesterday and wes followed cary this 
morning by a ninehour siting at the 
palace with the Himperor, 

At the beginning of teday’s session. 
Baron Hayashi declared his determin: 
ation no: to withdraw untill tio four 
demands made by Marquis Ilo were 
signed, The suspense was ended at 
1.59 o'clock this morning, when the 
Cabinet, with the cxception of the Min- 
ister Of Acriculture and Minister of 
Forelgn Affairs Pakch'sun, having 
yleldcd, sent for the Imperial seals and 
tigned the desired agreement. The 
four Japanese demands were as folk 
lowa: 

(1) The appointment of a Japanese 
adiulnistration to govern Corea under 
the Emperor. 

42) The appointment of Japanese ad- 
milnlatritors at oll treaty ports. 

(3) Transfer of Corcan diplomatic 
affairs to Toklo. 

(4) No arrangements to be made 
with other powers without the consent 
ef Japan. 

Demonstration by Jap Troops. 

Three thousand Japanese soldiers 
inalntained a demonstration all yester- 
on the esplanade before the old 
alace. Japanese troops patrolicd the 
streets all night. The Emperor’s palace 
was also surrounded by troops and the 
Japanese soldiers and police were lodz- 
cd in the grounds of the palace.

Reslnous 
mvods should never be used, as they 
are likely to impart bad flavors to 
tho product, Cormeobs are tha best 
substitute and may Le ussd if de- 
tlred. Soft wood and coracabs give 
off largo amounts of carbon In burn- 
ing, and this ts sloposited on the 
meat, making it dark In color and 
rank flavored. “Juniper berrica and 
fragrant wools are sometimes added 
to the fire to favor the moat, ; 

Moat that Is to be smcked should 
bo removed from the brine two or 
three days before belnz put in the 
smokehoure, If it has been cured in 
a strong Orin it will bo best tosoak 
the pieoss in cold water over n'ght 
to prevent a crust of salt from form- 
ing on the outside when drained.

By this means 
you gradually move over a long tear

your lap, Mend tho\torn scallops of 
Mamburg embroidery in the same way, 
For a small boy's ttousers scat this 
method .of mending’ has no cqual:

Trey te Avotd Them by Proper Sani- 
tary, Preeautions, 

It was formerly supposed that crery 
baby had to have measles, mumps, 
scarlet fever, chicken pox, whooping 
cough, frequent colds and a periodical 
attack of cholera morbus or summer 
diarrhea. It Is now belleted that many 
children can be kept wholly from these 
disorders, and with the advance of 
sanitation so that one can control the 
Infection from nelghboring children’ It 
Will be possiblo to eradicate all infec- 
tious of child life. 

Itis'a distinct danger to all chikiren 
to pass through these disorders, and, 
while: many of them escape practically 
harmless, many others suffer through 
thelr entire lives from the III after ef- 
fects of measles, scarlet fever and oth- 
er contagious disorders, 

Drs. Preisich and Scholtz hare !n- 
vestigated the subject of the Infec 
tjous nature of tho nalls and fingers of 
infants at crawling age, says Uealthy 
Homes, The outcome of this investiga- 
ton was that out of thirty-six children 





-examined fourtecn contained the tu- 


berele bacillus under their nails. 

Infection of such origin might be 
avoided by putting a clean sheet upon 
the floor for the child to play upon. 
Surely the war against tuberculosis 
should begin fn the homes, where the 
disease is bred in the child. Adenolds 
and hypertrophied tonsils have ilttle 
power of resistance and are the open 
doors of commerce for the tubercle 
bacilll,

This Trick Is a Little Dimcult, bat 
You Can Master It. 


The untying of knots in a string by 
tylng other knots in the same string is 
a pretty feat wiih which those who 
care to Jearn it may amuse and mysti- 
fy those who have never scen it done, 
It is quite easy, and there is no trick 
about it. A careful study of the ac- 
companying diagrams will make It 





“easy to learn the feat, which can be 


performed with a stout cord or small 
rope. A simple knot is made, as in the 
first diagram, and then the second knot 
is made, forming what is known nos a

square knot, 2% shown in the second 
diagram. The next mote Js to carry 
the end of the con! marked A down- 
wanl through the first loop. The third 
diagrain shows the tangle thus formed, 
and it is such a thorough tangie that to 
pull the two ends of the string would 
make a hard and complicated knot. 
But the end A of the cord is now 
brought up over the outside of the first 
loop and is carricd down through the 
second loop, coming-out in the same 
direction with the end B, as In tho 
fourth diagram. Now, by taking hold 
of the two ends of the cord and pulling 
them the cord may be drawn out per- 
fectly straight, the knots disappearing. 
The perforinance may be made moro 
mystifying by asking a spectator to 
hold both ends of the cord, while tho 
operator, concealing the knotted. por- 
tion In his hands, rubs the knots out, 
leaving the spectator In possession of 
a smooth and unbroken string. T’ossl- 
bly the spectator may follow the whole 


-operation so closely as to be able to 


perform itihimself on the frst trial, 
but he will be apt to make a mistako 
in forming the sccond loop and rererse 
the twist shown In the second diagram, 
In that case he will succeed only in 
tying a knot that will be dificult to un- 
tle after tho attempt is made to pull 
the cord straight.

St John Shipowners Import Men 
to Break the Strike. 





Shipowners Are Obstinate and Will Not 
Agree te Submit Longshonmen’s 
Case te Arbitration—Trouble May 
Yet End tn a Federation of Owners, 
Such as Obtained In Montreal, and 
New. Order of Unteading. 

6t, John, N; B. Nov. 23—The strike 
at this port between the shipping firms 


and the Jongsheremen {s'serious, and

bine declare they'll have no more to 
do with local labor, and are using every 
effort te get men here from Montreal 
to handle all their freight.
